been in poor health for some time and 
was despondent: and melancholy much 
of the time. 


He told his troubles to Frank Leslie, 
cashier of the People's bank, Sunday, 
declaring he realized he never would 
got-well and that people thought he. 
acted strangely and that he was losing 
his mind. 
His conduct for the past 
few^ days lead members of his family 
to believe that ho had contemplated 
taking his life for some time.

HOMICIDE IS DECREASING. 


Fewer Crimes by 20 Per Cent in New 
York in Past Nine Months. 


New York, Oct. 23.—The crime of 
homicide decreased In New York 20 
per cent during the nine months ended 
September 30, compared with the same 
period a year ago, according to a report 
made public today by Police Commis- 
sioner Woods. 
There was a total of 
137 caaes, compared with 172 the pre- 
ceding period.

INSANITY IN MAN'S FAMILY. 


Tragedy Held to Have No Political 
Effect in Austria. 


Berlin, Oct. 23.—All accounts in the 
morning papers agree in calling the 
assassination of Premier Stuergkh of 
Austria the deed of an irresponsible 
l>olitical fanatic, if not a neureáthenic 
whose mind has given way under the 
strain of the war. Dr. Friedrich Adler, 
the assassin, is described by his ac- 
quaintances as a man oi- naturally fa- 
natical temperament and one in whose 
family insanity run-s—his sister has 
been in an insar.o aaylum 
for years. 
These acquaintances say that Adler has 
givi>n the impression for months of one 
who.se nerves were stretched to the 
ireaking point and that his wild de- 
meanor has caused much agitation in 
the Austrian socialist central commit- 
tee, of which he was secretary. 
Young 
Adler led a small but vehement oppo- 
sition to the policy of the party under 
his father's leadership. The Vorwaerts 
which expresses the strongest disap- 
proval of Dr. Adler's deed, declares that 
he was undoubtedly demented when 
he committeed the murder as nobody 
in his senses could have expected fa- 
vorable results from such an act. Pre- 
mier Stuergkh's last politjcav act was 
to prohibit two big meetings called 
for today as demonstrations in favor of 
the convocation of parliament. He also 
designed on the part of the government 
to participate in a conference of parlia- 
mentary 
offlcials 
tomorrow 
to 
discuss the posslbiltty of the resump- 
tion of sittings of the representatives. 
It is not thought that the premier's 
death will have 
; ny effect 
for or 
against convocation as he only acted 
as representative of the system in op- 
position thereto. 
There is no disposi- 
tion to charge Adler's act to the par- 
ties which demanded the reconvening 
of the diet. 
Count Van Stuerykh'B 
death evoked a general expression In 
the press of personal sympathy and 
horror at the deed. The Austrian pre- 
mier started his political life as a mem- 
ber of the liberal gro.up in the diet- buf 
he fought franchise reform and was de- 
feated in two attempts at re-election. 
After this he only continued in parlia- 
mentary life, thanks to the appoint- 
ment to the uppigr chamber. 


As an executive member of the lower 
house Premier Stuergkh had advocated 
the' German cause in the complicated 
struggle of nationalities in the Aus- 
trian state. But as a minister he had 
favored the Slav cause in the educa- 
tional struggle in Styria. 
Up to the^ 
outbreak of the war he had coquetted 
with the Czech party in the strugg-Ie 
with the Germans In Bohamfa and later 
testified in behalf of the Ozech leade^ 
Ür. Karl Kramarz, at his trial for trea- 
son.

Canada has shown an enormous growth 
in recent 5'ears. A report i.s.sued by the 
department of 
agriculture today

mates the earnings of trappers in North 
America last year at not less than $20,- 
000,000, although exports of raw furs were 
only about half the normal proportion. 


The success of the indu.stry is attributed 
larg-ely to fur animal protective legisla- 
tion. 
Thirty-nine states in addition to 
Alaska now have such legrislation.

Sim and Alder charged that they did 
not know Edenborn owned a majority of 
stock of the United .States Iron com- 
pany which was bought by the Sheffield 
company wlien they subscribed to the 
syndicate Edenborn was managing. The 
lower court held that there was no actual 
fraud upon Edenborn's part.

Heil used this method in writing on 
.ling. 4 to Dr. Raymond Luse, of Angola, 
Ind. On the inner envelope was type- 
written. "Will you please give this to a 
Mrs. Oliver Moo're, who is staying, we are 
told, v/ith a Dr. W - — in your town 
The letter in the inner envelope read: 
"Dear Madam: 
There is a Mrs. Moore 
from Fifty-eighth street and Alichigan 
avenue in Chicago visiting a Dr. W 
in vour city. 
* * ^ We are going to 
drive her out of our neighborhood be- 
cause she isn't respectable. She is steal- 
ing other men's wives ajid sweethearts 
all the time.

WAS PUT SLIGHTLY DAMAGED. 


Small German Cruiser, Hit by Torpedo, 
Returns to H«rber. 


Berlin, Oct. 23.—It Is seml-ofiScially 
announced that the A-essel torpedoed on 
Thursday was the small Bruiser Muen- 
ch'en, which was slightly damaged and 
returned to harbor. 


The British admirallty announced on 
Saturday that a German light cruiser 
of the Kolberg class had been torpe- 
doed 
on

morning in the 
North sea by a British submarine. The 
Statement said that when last seen the 
cruiser was steaming slowly toward 
German waters and was In evident dif- 
ficulties.

"I'll tell you this little. incident. One 
night, I remember it well, I was up aU 
night with a child in my family who 
had the croup, and the next day' while 
hearing a rec^ation I dozed off to sleep 
for a moment. 
Waking with a start,

time, I found the boys everyone sitting 
perfectly still, waiting for me to resume.

the "liebknecht of Austria."

clared

political 
policies 
had 
led him 
to do 
the deed. 
Count 
Stuergkh was shot while at dinner and 
died instantly.

ceived only a superficial wound. 


Seeing that the struggle Avas hopeless 
i:)r. Adler surrendered to the officers who 
crowded upon him and gave up his re- 
volver. 
Apparently, he was the calm- 
est man in the room. He gave his name 
without he.'iitation and 
added: 


"If you please, gentlemen, I know per- 
fectly well what I have done. 
I shall 
not resist arrest." 


In reply to a question as to the rea- 
son for his act he said at 
first: 
"That 
I shall have to answer in court." 


It was half an hour later that he ad- 
mitted that he had been actuated by po- 
litical motives. 


News of the assassination spread like 
wildfire and was received with indigna- 


tion and sorrow.
